PULLMAN DISTRICT AFFECTED 


Land In Wall’s Addition Sought; 
Question Laid Over 
For Week

Recommendation for the purchase 
of two ‘park sites, one at Tenth and 
Virginia streets and the other in the 
Pullman district, were made at the 
meeting of the city council last night 
by the park and playground com- 
mission. The recommendations were 
signed by Mrs. S. 8S. Ripley, secre- 
tary of the board. 

The first site suggested is at Tenth 
and Virginia in the Nystrom addition. 
The cost is estimated at $16,149.92. 
Opticns are held on a majority of 
the lots, thouzh condemnation pro- 
ceedings would ‘have to be started 
against others. One ‘house on the 
site could be sold for an estimatcd 


price of $200. 


The property compitises a large 
area and would be used for a play- 
ground and ball park, John Miller, 
chairman of the board, explained. In- 
cluded in the property are lots owned 
by the board of education. Arfrange- 
ments have ‘been mvade to exchange 
this for land in the Santa Fe tract, 
upon whic the city has options. 
This property can be purchased for 
$5,760. If the site is accepted the 
council also ig asked to close Elev- 
enth street from Virginia to the nor- 
thern limits of the site, and also the 
connecting alley between Eleventh 
and Trvelfih streets. 

A sum of $25,600 had been set aside 
for a wark in tais district, which 
would leave ® > alance of $8,850.08. 

The Pullman site is in Walls ad- 
dition and wou'd cost $2,600. The 
sum of $3,200 had been set aside for 
this, which :rwouJd leave a balance of 
$1,300 on hand. 

The question was referred to the 
council as a whole and will be con- 
sidered next week.

Richmond policemen drove a 
distance equal to four times 
around the world at the equator 
during the fiscal year which 
ended June 80. This is accord- 
ing to figures presented the 
city council last night by Chief 
of Police Dan Cox in the an- 
nual report of the police de- 
partment. 

Automobiles driven by police- 
ment travelled 109,508 miles, 
the report showed. During the 
year 1414 arrests were made; 
698 complaints investigated; 24- 
09 calls made; 62 outside ar- 
rects made; 69 lost children 
found; 80 missing people loc- 
cated; 75 burglaries reported 
and 29,096 reports made by 
police officers.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—An inves- 
tigating committee of congress has 
the right to compel a private citizen 
to appear before it and testify con- 
cerning matters relative to the in- 
vestigation, it was held, in effect, to- 
day by Justice Hoehling of the Dis- 
trict supreme court in overruling the 
demurrer filed by Harry F. Sinclair, 
millionaire lessee of Teapot Dome 
oi! field. 

Sinclair recently was indicted for 
contempt of the United States senate 
for refusing to testify before the sen- 
ate public lands committee. His at- 
torneys filed a demurrer attacking 
the indictment on the ground that 
the senate was without authority to 
compel Sinclair to testify. 

The decision, while upholding the 
congressiona| committee’s investigat- 
ing authority, gave Sinclair the rigbt 
to decline to answer questions not 
directly pertaining to the subject un- 
der investigation. .
